I disagree sharply with my friend 


Senator J. W. Fulbrighl when he

States Senate last Tuesday, April 
21, in the language of the Associ- 
ated Press report 


that the U. S. Supreme Court 
had settled the legal question 
of tideland ownership by rul- 
ing "these assets 
belong to 


the United Slates." 


So, he added, the question 


before congress is whether the 
riches of the off-shore lands 


*, shall be given to a few states 
™- or devoted to the education of 


all the people of the nation. • 
The U. S. Supreme Court, as 


you know, took a federal lawsuit 
that was drummed up by the New 
Deal's young lawyers and by a 
flat 
judicial edict attempted to 


say that the states' propei ty now 
belonged to the federal govern- 
ment. 


That was one of the major is- 


sues on which 
Acllai Stevenson, 


'ipHarry Truman's hand-picked nom- 


inee, went down to defeat last 
November. And the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, true to its pledge, 
now has a 
state-ownership bill 


poised for passage in tho congress 
— as soon as the filibuster has 
worn itself out.

ment employes. 


He signed an executive order, ef- 


fective in 30 days, abolishing the 
old loyalty program Instituted by 
President Truman in 1947." 


At t ho same U:;iae.,h.o.d.iroctcdjthe 


head Of each executive agency and 
dcparment to institute strict new 
security programs for their agen- 
cies. 


Like tho old Truman program, 


the new one is designed, basically 
to rid the government of subver- 
sives and disloyal persons. But tho 
new plan is. also designed to rid 
the government of persons whose 
loyalty' is not questioned but whose 
personal habits might make them 
careless with government secrets. 


Mr. Eisenhower's order said it 


is in the national interest that all 
government employes "shall be re- 
liable, trustworthy, of good 
con- 


duct and character and of 
com 


plete and unswerving loyalty to 
the United States."

Browncll, Jr., had explained it to 
Sen.
